Also posted is a list of corrections that will appear 
as “Feedback” <http://www.arrl.org/qst/feedback/> 
items in QST. The posting of the glossary, abbrevia- 
tions list and “Feedback” came about as a result of 
suggestions from members and should prove espe- 
cially helpful and convenient to newcomers to Ama- 
teur Radio.

Ft Wayne DX Associati on You’ve worked a bunch of 


DX stations, and with this 
fall and winter’s propagation looking very promising, 
you’re on your way to working a bunch more. When you 
get to 100 countries (more appropriately called entities), 
are you done? Assuming you’ re going after your DXCC 
award, the answer to that is “nope.” You still need to go 
after the QSLs. 


There are several ways to approach this. If you’re lucky, 
some of your contacts will have US QSL managers. That’s 
a pretty assured way to get a QSL, albeit at the expense 
of two first class stamps per QSO because you’re ex- 
pected to provide an SASE (self addressed stamped en- 
velope) with your QSL request. But even at 74 cents a 
shot, that’s a lot better than sending each QSL card direct 
to the DX station with return postage (sending return post- 
age is expected). Going direct to the DX station amounts 
to just under $3 for each QSO - 80 cents for an airmail 
stamp to get it to the DX station and $2 (referred to as 
two green stamps) to cover postage from the DX station 
back to you. 


It doesn’t take much math to see that achieving DXCC 
could be a rather expensive endeavor. Is there a less ex- 
pensive way to get QSLs? Yes there is, but it sacrifices 
timeliness. This method is to “QSL via the bureau.” 


Most countries have QSL bureaus. It’s usually under the 
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auspices of the national amateur radio organization. For 
example, the ARRL runs the US QSL bureau. The ARRL 
offers two services to its members: outgoing and incom- 
ing. For frequently asked questions about the ARRL QSL 
service, check out www.arrl.org/qsl/qsl-faq.html. 


When you want to send out a bunch of cards, you sort 
them alphabetically by call-sign prefix. Include proof of 
membership (the QST mailing label, for example) and 
the appropriate fee ($4 per half pound of cards, which is 
about 75 cards). Some countries do not have QSL bu- 
reaus, so those should be excluded (see the web site be- 
low). Send your QSLs to the ARRL, and they’ll be for- 
warded to the foreign QSL bureaus. For all the details on 
the outgoing QSL service, check out <www.arrl.org/qsl/ 
qslout.htm!>. 


Now that you’ ve sent out a bunch of QSLs, you need to 
make sure you’ll receive responses back. This is where 
the incoming QSL service comes into play. You provide 
envelopes or postage credit to the QSL bureau in your 
call area. The Northern Illinois DX Association handles 
the 9th call area, with individual members assigned to 
each of the twenty-six letter suffixes. For example, NSEN 
handles the 9L’s - my cards. When the envelope fills up 
or the pile gets big enough, your cards will be sent to you. 
For all the details on the incoming QSL service, check 
out www.arrl.org/qsl/qslin. html. 


One final comment - the bureau method is SLOW. Ex- 
pect turnaround times of at least 6 months, with a year or 
two not unusual. Typically the bureau is used for ““com- 
mon” countries, and going direct is used for the more 
“rare” countries. 


“Good Amateur Practice” Means 
Never Having To Say You’re 
Sorry 

from The ARRL Letter — FCC Special Coun- 
sel Riley Hollingsworth has endorsed a list 
of several points that he feels help to define 
the concept of “good amateur practice.” Sec- 
tion 97.101(a) of the Amateur Radio Service rules re- 
fers to “good engineering and good amateur practice” 
— considered to refer to maintaining the highest stan- 
dards of engineering and on-the-air comportment. But 
the rule lacks specifics. 


“Good amateur practice is a hard thing to define,” 
Hollingsworth conceded. “I’d have to say it’s operat- 
ing with the realization that frequencies are shared, that 
there’s going to be occasional interference and that’s 
no reason to become hateful and paranoid.” 


Hollingsworth says amateurs have to realize that more 
people than ever are listening in, especially since Sep- 
tember 11, 2001, and that amateurs always need to re- 
member that “our rights end where another person’s 
begin.” 


A Michigan Amateur Radio club has been credited with 
distributing a list of “Riley-isms” culled from 
Hollingsworth’s various talks at conventions and 
hamfests and club meetings around the US. 
Hollingsworth—who verified that he had been cited 
accurately—says his various comments represent an 
effort to flesh out what “good amateur practice” con- 
sists of for considerate the Amateur Radio operator. 
According to Hollingsworth, good amateur practice 
means:

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JOTA Report - October 19, 2002

This years’ Jamboree On The Air (JOTA) for Boy Scouts 
and Girl Scouts worldwide was held on the weekend of 
October 19th and 20th. The basic premise of this event is 
to use Amateur Radio to unite scouts around the world 
while exposing them to the potential and fun of our hobby. 
Our local Anthony Wayne Area Council (AWAC) of the 
Boy Scouts of America worked with the Fort Wayne Ra- 
dio Club to put together a JOTA site here locally that could 
be attended by scouts and their leaders and families, so 
that everyone could get a chance to be a part of this event. 


Since we wanted to put together an event that showcased 
alot of what ham radio has to offer, the decision was made 
to obtain a spacious pubic place where several different 
stations could be set up, yet not be “on top of one an- 
other’. Also, we wanted some reasonable shelter from the 
elements, since we didn’t know weeks ahead want kind 
of weather that we would encounter. Also, we needed suf- 
ficient room for antennas, so that the different stations 
wouldn’t be interfering with each other in the RF sense of 
things. Lastly, a nice “radio quiet” location with little QRN 
was desired. The location chosen was the Conklin Pavil- 
ion at Fort Wayne’s Shoaff Park, on the city’s northeast 
side. 


We were not the only groups running JOTA stations in 
Northeast Indiana, either. Similar efforts were under way 
in Adams, Huntington, Stueben, and Kosciusko counties. 
Initial reports are that they had levels of success the same 
as OUTS. 


We began setting up at 8:00 AM on the morning of Satur- 
day, October 19th. Although the JOTA event is for the 
entire weekend, we limited ourselves to running only Sat- 
urday from about 9:00 AM to roughly 4:00 PM. The fol- 
lowing stations were up and running in less than an hour: 
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KB9WWM set up on 40 meters; WB9SSE was on 20 
meter SSB; WB9ZIY ran his station on 15, 12, and 10 
meters; NOHRA put a signal on 2 meters, both FM re- 
peater and EchoLink. To round it all out, NOTB put his 
PSK31 digital station on 20 meters. This was certainly a 
great rehearsal for Field Day or an emergency situation! 
To our relief, no interaction problems existed, and we were 
on the air. 


The propagation gods had also favored us, as the bands 
seemed to be in great shape, and soon the contacts came 
rolling in. EchoLink treated some scouts to a fellow ham 
in England who was bicycle mobile! Despite some of the 
rather modest antennas, which were borrowed from the 
FWRC trailer “Field Day” equipment, we worked many 
state side and European scout stations and many regular 
hams. One Scout station I worked was in Sweden. An- 
other one was on a Navy Heavy Cruiser museum ship in 
Massachusetts. The JOTA contact in Texas was in a Scout 
leader’s garage.

One interesting observation was that some of the adults 
that brought scouts to the event seemed much more inter- 
ested in what Ham Radio was all about than the kids! The 
reaction of some young people to the contacts was great. 


Plans for next year should allow us to either have JOTA 
run during a camporee, or even doing a radio event at an 
existing camporee to maximize the exposure to as many 
scouts as possible. We want to thank Al, KC9APT, for his 
efforts in the recruitment department, as well as supplier 
of many tasty snacks. My personal thanks to the many 
hams that showed up to help in the effort, including K9KT 
and ND9T. Also, our communications manager, Clint, 
KBO9OLOF, helped out during the entire day. Hopefully, I 
have not left anyone out.

* respecting band plans, because they make it possible 
for every mode to have a chance. 


e being aware that we all love Amateur Radio, and 
there’s no need to damage or disgrace it just to save 
face. 


¢ keeping personal conflicts off the air. Settle your ar- 
guments on the telephone, the Internet or in person. 
Just keep them off the air. 


¢ cutting a net or a contester a break, even if you don’t 
have to and even if you have no interest whatsoever in 
nets or contesting. 


¢ realizing that every right carries responsibilities, and 
just because you may have a right to do certain things 
doesn’t mean it’s right to do them in every circum- 
stance. 


* you don’t “own” or get preference to use any fre- 
quency. 


* not operating so that whoever hears you becomes 
sorry they ever got into (or tuned in on) Amateur Ra- 
dio in the first place.

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Peggy Whitson Helps Neth- 
erlands’ Scouts Celebrate 


Jamboree On The Air 


from The ARRL Letter— US Astronaut Peggy 
Whitson, KC5ZTD, made Jamboree On The Air (JOTA) a 
very special occasion this year for Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts 
in The Netherlands. One of the International Space Station’s 
Expedition 5 crew members and the only woman, Whitson on 
October 20 answered questions posed by the scouts via Ama- 
teur Radio. The direct, 2-meter contact with PAZ3HGQ was 
arranged as part of the Amateur Radio on the International 
Space Station (ARISS) program. 


“The scouts were very impressed by the quality of the radio 
link and delighted to have an astronaut joining the Jamboree 
On The Air right from the International Space Station,” said 
ARISS Vice Chairman Gaston Bertels, ON4WF. On hand for 
the official opening of the JOTA in The Netherlands was Dutch 
astronaut Andre Kuipers, who congratulated the Ascanen 
scouting group of Lelystad for their ARISS QSO with Whitson. 


More than 100 scout groups from all over The Netherlands 
listened in on the downlink while Whitson answered about a 
dozen questions. At the contact site, parents and friends of the 
20 youngsters selected to take part assisted with the space 
chat, and local radio and TV stations covered the event. 


Several of the questions the Dutch youngsters asked mirrored 
those often put to crew members by their American counter- 
parts. One Scout asked about how the ISS crew prepared its 
meals. Whitson explained that meals in space are pre-cooked 
and stowed in foil packages or cans. “It’s just a matter of warm- 
ing it up or adding water,” she said. 


Whitson told another questioner that the crew can see weather 
from space. “It’s beautiful up here,” she said, noting that the 
crew can recognize such systems as hurricanes. “At night, we 
can even see thunderstorms,” she added. Whitson said the crew 
can see the aurora borealis (northern lights) too. “They’re beau- 
tiful from here!” she declared. 


Bertels said the NA1SS downlink also was monitored at 
Flanders Expo in Ghent, Belgium, where a science exhibition 
for youth drew a big audience. At a booth set up by the Royal 
Belgian Amateur Radio Union (UBA) and devoted primarily 
to ARISS, visitors—mostly youngsters, parents and teachers— 
followed the pass of the ISS on a screen showing the world 
map. 


“The UBA also was very pleased to use this opportunity to 
demonstrate Amateur Radio at its best to the public visiting a 
popular scientific and technological event,” Bertels remarked. 
He said many amateur stations all over Western Europe tuned 
into the downlink and reported excellent copy. 


ARISS is an international project with US participation by 
NASA, ARRL and AMSAT.—Gaston Bertels, ON4 WE, pro-
